Pittsburg. Nov. I ii.

250,000 miners will join. although the 
working agreement between the bitu­

The* association of bituminous coal 
operators in central Pennsylvania baa 
held several quiet meetings and dls- 
cuaaed matters that are creating con­ 
siderable uneasiness in the miner** 
camp. 
It has leaked out that many 
Independent operators have attended 
these sessions and every effort is be­ 
ing mad** to sttengthen the association 
to inaugurate a combined movement 
to reduce wages next spring. 
The* operators claim that there is an 
insufficient margin of profit for them 
at the present market price of coal 
for which they are compelled to pay 
66 cents a ton for mining, and they de­ 
mand that the miners accept a “rea­ 
sonable'' 
reduction 
without

themselves upon the

Pluck­ 
ing a shamrock which was peeping up 
through the turf at his feet, he said, 
“ Do you not sec these three leaves on 
the one stalk? 
Such is the doctrine of 
the great three in one." 
From that 
time the shamrock was the national 
emblem of Ireland. 
The tale of the Scotch thistle is a 
very different one. 
In the reign of 
Malcolm, In tile year 1010, the Danes 
sw ooped down upon the coast of Aber­ 
deenshire by night, intending to sur­ 
round and storm the great fortress of 
Staines. The first installment crept up 
barefooted and dropped into the moat, 
but they found they were not in water 
a t all. 
The moat was dry and covered 
with a great growth of thistles, which 
stung 
their 
unprotected 
feet 
and 
caused them to cry out unmercifully. 
The sound roused the sentinels and in 
a moment a volley was fired upon th© 
Danes, who broke and fled. 
From this 
fact the thistle was given 
its high 
place in the esteem of the Scotchmen. 
France is the only country which 
allows a flower to appear In its na­ 
tional heraldry. 
But the fleur-de-lis, 
or three lilies, is so different from 
m ost flowers that it does not seem out 
of place on the national coat of arms, 
Canada haw adapted the scarlet inapt* 
leaf, which makes miles of her woods 
blaze iu autumn. 
The Japanese have 
tho chrysanthemum, and fittingly, too, 
for the Island Is the birthplace of this 
gorgeous flower. 
From earliest time 
Greece has had the fragrant narcissus 
and the pomegranate blossom has boon 
the floral emblem of Spain. 
Switzer­ 
land claims that flower most difficult 
of all to- pick, tin* edelweiss.

How Charity Often Fore** U nfortu­ 
nate* Into R anks of Panhandlers. 
“Money should never be given 
to 
street beggars," says Theodore Walters 
In “Six Weeks in Beggardom,” in Ev­ 
erybody's Magazine. 
“It if impossi­ 
ble for the average person to discrimi­ 
nate offhand between the 
genuinely 
needy and the professional 
panhaxv 
dler. There are many overklnd people 
who prefer to give to all rather than 
that one go hungry, and if there were 
no depots of Immediate relief, this 
might prove a good rule. 
But In the 
existing conditions the possible conse­ 
quences are too fraught with danger 
to the genuinely unfortunate for the 
practice to be continued by any right­ 
thinking pe rec: n s 
“The danger of giving the unfortun­ 
ate money offhand is that you may 
force him into the ranks of profession­ 
al beggardom. 
However honest 
he 
may be In first intention, unless he 
have a definite goal before his eyes'— 
and men who are <Jown and out sel­ 
dom 
have such—he will more than 
likely return to the same free fountain 
at which he so easily quenched his in­ 
itial thirst. 
There are many cases to prove this. 
I know of one man who until a year 
or two ago owned a profitable little 
fruit shop in a side street far down­ 
town. 
One night, having locked up 
the shop and being ready to 
start 
home, he found himself by accident 
without money to pay his carfare. He 
stopped a man on the street and asked 
him for 5 cents. 
He got it so easily 
that h* determined next day to tell tim 
story often and get many nickels. He 
did so and the practice be<^nie so re­ 
munerative that 
despite his 
wife’s 
pleadings and protests he sold the lit­ 
tle shop and became a regular beg­ 
gar.” 
, 
Never do panhandlers make the mis­ 
take of appealing to the reason—the 
motions of the crowd only are attack­ 
ed! there is always a complete human 
story in the pose. 
What, for instance, 
could be more compelling of sympathy 
than the spectacle of the bent old gray- 
head patiently and despairlrfgly, as It 
seemed, grinding a wheezy old organ 
which he had tied into a broken-down 
baby carriage? 
The suggestiveness of 
that perambulator, coupled with 
the 
walls of that organ, more forlorn than 
mortal child ever uttered, was worth 
dollars a day to the old fellow. 
It 
was a r t —reprehensible art, of course, 
blit art nevertheless. 
Avid the artist 
grew rich, for when Investigated b f 
the police he was found to he the own­ 
er of many houses in Hoboken. 
Again, could there be anything more 
likely to excite comi>assion than the 
crust-throwing trick? 
It was invented 
by a German beggar 
named 
Lang, 
whose French disci pit, Lemalre, prac­ 
ticed it subsequently. 
I have seen a 
crust-thrower operating In 6th avenue. 
It was before the time of this investi­ 
gation. 
He was a 
semi-well-dressed 
man whowalked swiftly down through 
the crowds of shoppers. 
Suddenly ho 
uttered a horse cry and darted 
out 
Into the roadway, 
where, 
pouncing 
upon a crust of bread, which he had 
thrown there previously, 
he 
began 
gnawing it ravenously. 
He did not 
wait for sympathy. 
He walked rapid­ 
ly away, but a number of women who 
haw the act ran after him and crowd­ 
ed one another for the privilege of giv­ 
ing him money. 


TUTORS AS PALS OF STUDENTS. 


Dlr«‘ct C onlaH a Marked F eature af 
O k f o r d I ii I v «‘i**l t y L O UCH I I o n . 
Another important person 
to 
the 
student at Oxford is the tutor. VV. VV. 
Boyd says in a London letter to the 
St. Louis Times. 
The teaching func­ 
tion is performed by two classes of 
people; by the professors and readers, 
who tenth In the name and with the 
authority of the whole university, and 
by the tutors and lecturers, who are 
appointed and paid by the (‘©liege©. 
Until quite recent 
years 
all 
the 
tea* fling of a student was done within 
the walls of his own college. 
Now all 
the colleges combine for their public 
teaching and honor examinations and 
an undergraduate of one is admitted 
to the lectures of all. 
But there is 
this striking difference between Ox­ 
ford and an American university, 
in 
America, as in Germany, the univer­ 
sity itself is the teaching body and 
bs professors are In each of the vari­ 
ous faculties; so that a student's at­ 
tendance at lectures Is taken into ae* 
ount with his examinations. 
He can 
not shirk the lectures and then pre- 
pent himself for an examination only. 
But in Oxford, so far as obtaining 
a d('gree is concerned, a man need not 
have attended a single lecture 
All 
his work for th© examination may be 
done 
under tho supervision of his 
tutor. 
And the fact is that at Oxford 
professors and readers are popular, 
just in the pro|»ortlon that their Fu­ 
tures bear upon the subjects of the 
public examinations and tend to pre­ 
pare tho listener for them. 
At most colleges at Oxford the un­ 
dergraduates are distributed 
among 
the tutors, a (‘ertain number to each. 
They are not 
nee* scarily to attend 
their lectures, but to regard them as 
fatherly advisers, who will also assist 
them In their college work, tell them 
the lectures to attend for the exami­ 
nation for which they are reading. 
provide them with a list of hooks to 
he read, overlook their readings and 
help them over the hard places and 
develop in them, if possible, studious 
habits and noble character 
It is this 
direct personal intercourse of tutor 
and student, of teacher and taught, 
which is the most marked and most 
praiseworthy feature of Oxford uni­ 
versity education.
